It is 
impossible for a two days' old baby 
to talk irrrdcr any ordi«tar*y crrcrrm- 
stances. An rnfarrt must liparn the 
moaning of words before it can 
(fiscouise The tale that a Ben wood 
(drib! had boon tellirrg in tVowt^rvv 
laugmtge the probable fate of the 
town was giv(»n little '^r'edence, 
Thi* paper said that the friuhienod 
mtrthor ran from her house and told 
some of her neigh l>ors about the 
St rviUjre occurrence They I'eturuAd 
with her and when the mcMher 
tiekle<i tho ohild under the chin for 
tire pirrt>os<^ of getlirrg it to repeat 
its wonderful mossai»e, it died. 

The reporter received last Thrrrs 
day a loiter from the heart -broken 
parents of Mr. Rufus Meadows, 
with better particulars as to the 
cause of his death, as mentioned in 
the Journal Rirfus left Willow^ 
ton shortly after N*»w Y\*ar\s Day 
f(U' Gornlon, and had been working 
irr a saw -mill there till the morning 
of the 4ih inst , wlierr he was start- 
ing to work, he walked on the ends 
of the I'aihoad ties — pt^haps a 
s'iorter way to the mill lo* prvferrvd. 
An errgino was coming behind him 
and its engineer did everything so 
hard to wain him, but the mute fail- 
etl i*t»alize his danger*, so it struck 
him on the right side, and he fell 
on Ins face. 

He got rrp, antl stood on bis 
feet, the (I rvsrrming his wty to his 
married sister's house, wher*e he had 
lieeii boarding, un assist otl. He 
washoii bis badly bruised faee and, 
in a smiling mood, lo*»ked up at his 
brother in law. He bogair to feel 
sick, so he laid down on a bed A 
doctt>r was immediately sent for, 
and did m*t examine bim closely, 
but only looked at his head, which 
had an a\\lnl ga^ih cut in it. The 
physici»'n saiti that bis skull was 
not hurt. The mute began to vomit 
Idood, r>ut the dt»ctor could do no 
thing to save his lite. He passed 
away alx>ul two hours aftei he got 
struck. There was no tram tlrat 
run at the time that his par'onts 
could quickly reach Iwm. The body 
was taken to Willowton on the 5th 
inst., and buried the next day. At 
the funeral there were about three 
hurrdred poisons. He wris well- 
known in the town, arrd evei-ybody 
liked him. His parents said that 
the mute was the pet of their family, 
antl it was hard to give bim up. 



Tire TabM sard of his school life 
tho folhiwing: — 

'* Rufus Meadows attended the 
scluxd bore for the deaf nine years 
an \ when leavirrg last session ex- 
pressed his int otrt ion of returninj: 
to school at the trperdng ir\ 1904. 
It is a sad roflootion to all of our 
people to rtvilize that this unfor- 
tunate accident has rvmoved him 
from further attendance at tlu^se 
schools His rotoiil here in deport 
mont WMs as good as that ever ma<Ve 
by any pupil enrolled. In fact, as 
far as our record shows, he never 
ret'oived a demerit during his entire 
attenuance of nine year^s. His ob 
lijririg, pleasant manner attracted t** 
him a grvat many friends and his 
loyalty and sincerity retained thorn. 
Whrh» he was not pnuninent as a 
strrdent, yet, he whs one of the 
leaders in the carpenter -sho[> wheio 
he was always found drrring shop 
hours systematically and earnestly 
engat:ed in hi> work. He was very 
kind and helpful to the little cbil 
»lron aiol all of the lar'uo ones had 
jjrreat resp<»ct for his jud^iment. 
Rufus Meadows will long be re- 
momiterod here as a t^jiithful student, 
a sincere friend and a yoirn^ man 
of the highest moral worth and 
integrity.

Huch an impression is outrageously 
unjust. As a matter of fact, th«» 
deaf of New York aro taxed for 
their sobriety. Go t* fiicnic 

ground and try to engH;iC it for a 
deaf inut^i gathe'ring. There is no 
charge for the big clubs of hearing 
people who hold outings at tfjfs** 
places, and often a bonus is paid to 
get them. Bnt park managers hav** 
repeatedly said ** The deaf mutfs 
don't patronize our bar, and we 
must charge for the park." So it 
always is with the deaf in the ag- 
gregate, despite tlie shortcomings of 
a few. They a*lfsol>er, respeciatile, 
industrious, and an honor to the 
fe/.i,/.rJw th^r graduated them.

Have those who aro innn d^af 
and bllud^ or who become so early 
in life, the same feelings and emo- 
tions as normal beings?

What next will the friends or 
educators of the deaf undertake to 
do? Found an inslitutirui solely 
for th(^ laiiH* deaf and another school 
for the cohu'ed deaf ? The blind- 
deaf are far licit er off where they 
ai'e mixed with the deaf and <lurnl» 
in the ilifferenl schools throughout 
the country. 

With the deaf and dumb, the 
b|ind-*leaf have iiumenHis advan- 
tages, none which they could 
ever. hav(i were tliey in a 
school by themselves. 

I have been blind the past twenty 
years, and during this length 
of time feel that I have learned 
more by having the put)ils reacito 
me in my hand than I learned 
when at scdiool for the sanio lenj.,al- 
• f time. Indeed, I have read thou- 
sands and llHHisands of intef<»stint.' 
•lewspaper articles, and tried to 
keep my hand on the pulse of the 
world. 

Moreover, I have travelled all 
over the world many times over in 
books and newspapers. 

Many of the articles and books 
I have read may n(»v<'r Hpi)ear in 
print for the Idind. Had I b(»en in 
a school for the blind-deaf alone 
dining the past ten y<^arR, I feid 
inclined to say that I would be aide 
lo read no.hing but rai»(Ml letter 
books and be kejit ignorance as to 
the doings of mai'kind. The blind 
d(^af, as you say, *' have the ad van 
tage of associating with the deaf who 
can see, and this last cohhI dermal ion 
would seem to outweigh jUI others, 
as it brings light and joy into their 
darkened lives such as no other en- 
vironment (MHild produce." Were 
they in a setmi"at<^ school by them 
selves they might at all times be of 
a melancholy disposition, and feel 
and believe that their lives were 
nol worth living. 

Individuals deprived of their 
sense, of lieui-ing and siglit, must 
never expect to be ha|>|>y without 
the constant companionship of f>er 
sons who are alile to communicatt* 
with thtun by me^ns of Ihesign lan- 
iruage and the manual alphabet 
Not only would *' the blind-d«vif be 
obliged lo lead the blind-deaf until 
they all fell into th<\ ditch of dullness 
and despair," were they jdaced in a 
scdiool all by themselves, but would 
also experience a considerable de- 
i^ree of solitary ccm fi neiiH^nt.

A s<tciety for ministering 
to the partially deaf miaht find 
work in every [larish. How often 
we hefir it said, *M do not ^oto 
(Jhuixdi because I am too deaf to 
heai what is said or lo join in the 
service." A little refiecti(Ui will 
show that it is nol altouellier neces- 
sary to hear in order to lake an 
active part in tln^ siuvice; for by 
following the service in Prayer 
liook and Bible, and by watching 
the movements and gestures of\t he 
ofTieialing ministers, one can enter 
!ntel^^(»nlly and heartily into every 
[>arl of Divine Servic^e without btdng 
able to li(»ar a word. Esjx^eially is 
this triH» wlien the ceremonial of 
worship is duly oliserved. 

An extr<Mi cease which <?Hnn» under 
I lie writer's peis(»nal observaticui is 
that of one who is almosl entirely 
deaf and blind, but who never- 
t Ih»I(>ss is aide lo take a real inleiest 
in public worship by following the 
use of iiic'Mise. Were I his man a 
good Protestant no doubt he would 
find it more interesting to remain at 
lioine, as It wrmld f»e <li(Tb'ult in<leed 
for him to find any other <xteinal 
aid to devotion. Even the time of 
the sermon need not be wasted. 
While it is hardly possible for a 
very deaf person to kee[> the atten- 
tion fixefl upon the words of the 
pi'eacher, 1h^ may em[doy the time 
profitably in iirivatn pinyer and 
meciitation, orstiiritual n^ading. 

After all, (me can never be too 
deaf to woishij) the Lord who is iu 
His holy Tenifrle and who is truly 
fU'esenl in the BIssed Saei anient, 
for His pres^tnce there is notdepend- 
cut Upon any of the bodily powers. 
W(^ can ai least ofTer Him the wor- 
ship ot hear! and soul, wliich ahme 
can give reality to what we say and 
hear: 

"Filth, our outward Hcnso hcfriendiuK, 
Makes our inward vision clear." 

And faith can assist the hearing 
no less than the sirht. Thoui:h the 
ears of the body la^ deaf and thi* li[)8 
dumb, Jesus can speak to the soul 
and the to Jesus. So, when we 
urow old and deaf, as some of us 
are likely lo do, would it not be 
iH'tterfor our souls antl more for 
the gl(»ry of (tod to take our part in 
His servi(!e as best we can, rather 
than stay away and deprive nur- 
sed ves of pr(»cious opfxut unities of 
worship and ccHnmunion? May vve 
n^member always the exhortatimi 
of St. James: '* Be ye doeis of the 
Word, and not hearer's only." — 
Parish Magazine.

Without 
this, on the south, west and north 
sides, are 3 Iniildings, which are the 
oratorios where 3 of the orthodox 
sects as.semble to perform tfieir 
devotions, a 4th sect iiring the 
Station of Abrahari: hat pur- 

po.**e. 

All these linilfSings are enclosed 
by a magnificent square colonnade 
covered with small domes or cujk)- 
la'^, from the four corners of which 
rise as many minarets, or steeples, 
with double galleries, and adorned 
wjih gilded spires and crescents 
Between the pillars of both en 
closures hang 4 great number of 
lamps, constantly lighted at night 

The black stone is set in silver in 
the southeast corner of the Caaba 
about 4 foMt from the ground. It is 
held as holy and kissed bj' pilgrims 
with great devotion. It is a stone 
whiter than milk, but the exposed 
surface turned black ages ago from

people. 

In th»* ''.t'-'iti \r-fii ni I iH^ ii»*mf/i a 
new seer of Moslems, the Karma- 
Mis, arose who opf)Osed the prac- 
s at the Caaba. 'i'h€*y descend- 
ed on Mecca in force and among 
other profanations t^>ok away thf 
black stone and refused 5,000 pieces 
of gold for its return. Aft<*r keep- 
ing it 22 years and seeing they 
could not , draw the pilgrims away 
from Mecca, they sent it back free, 
bantering the MeccanH that, it was 
not the true stone; but by its pecu 
liar quality of floating on water 
they proved it was no counterfeit 
Another thing in the temple is 
!hr*Htone, the oratorio of At»raham. 
They pr**tended to show his foot 
Mte[is on it when lie and Ishmael 
rebuilt the Caaba; and say it s<»rved 
him for a s<?aflfold, rising and fall 
hvj of itself, as he had occasion 
while at work. It is now enclosed 
in an iron chegt, out of which the 
pilirrims drink the water of Zem 
Zem arid pray at ir as directed in 
the Koran. This stone was con- 
cealed ai the time the Karmathinns 
took the other one. The well Zern 
Zem, on the east side of the Caaba, 
•s covered t>y a small building with 
cupola and minarets. The water 
■'»ttle 1 and sent to Mosems every 
re as a rarity. 
Piljjrirns assemble near Mecca to 
be there at the beginning of the 
holy month. The men put off their 
clothes and fuit on a sacred hatdt 
of two wrappers, one around the 
waiM to serve as a breech clorrt and 
the other over their should**rs. 
With their heads bare and slip- 
per.^ ffrhi*d» cover neither heel nor 
ifistep, they enter the sacred territory 
on the way to Mecca. Dtiring the 
pilt^rtmage ever.y wdn k^eps con- 
stant guard ov«*r his wonls and ac 
tions: no quarreling, no ill lan- 
guage, no converse with women, and

They pass in procession and t>e- 
al Ore corner where ffie 
one is, they make 7 circuits 
hiouikI th'* Canba, the first 3 times 
with a short quick pace, the f»ther 
4 times at a grave, ordinary pace, 
and each time fhey pass the black 
Mtone they kiss it, or touch it with 
their hand and kiss that.

But there is scrip- 
ture warrant for a tjelief titat the 
first peoples of the earth were fir 
superior in height, build and fihy 
sical strentdh to th** p^'ople of these 
times. *' There were ^dants in the 
earth in those days.*' Genesis 0:4, 
Some of them lived [iretty close to 
1000 years. They may have l>een 
10 feet high, or even m<»re They 
had to be able to defend themselves 
against the lion, the tiger and otlier 
beasts of |>rey, which were not then 
disfjersed to congenial habitats in 
remote parts of the world- 
Putting the Cre.-cent, the symbol 
of Islam, aside as an imposition and 
a blot on the history of the world, 
I would reason a little. Why was 
that fatal trfc planted in th' 
Garden of Eden? Was it not there 
as an object lesHon of resistance to 
the devil? We are born, we live, we 
die! What are we here for? What 
is the aim and' o*»*jcct of human 
life? It is a mystery not given ffu' 
mortals here to know. 

I reason that God left mankind 
free agents to work ou* th* ir own 
destinies; l>ut He pj*ovid<*d lh*'m 
with the revelations of His will, 
with all the means of grace, and 
the offer of salvation by the blor»d 
of Jesus to all who would accept it. 

Implanted in us all is wliat the 
M^gianscall Ormuzd and Ahriman, 
which are active principles always 
at war with each other for good 
and for evil in our natures.

It is proposed to create a rnemoi ial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
I) I) , by the erection of a I*arish 
Huildinu for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amst4*rclam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty -five feet back from the 
line of the sti-eet to permit theei'ec- 
tion of siudr a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facado 
to the tdiurch edifice and heacent<»r 
of religious an I social lite amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
liofied during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this buildints which 
would have coin{»lettMl the church 
with whict) his name has always 
been associated. This was n*)t per- 
mitted, and it is sug^iested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wlndly for 
the deaf mutes. 

Tlie new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty five feet 
ahuig tlie street front and twenty- 
tive feet In de[»th. It will be thiee 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial n<MMls of the 
d<nif-iriutes of New Y(trk. The 
amount r^quirMd tor '* Tlie (Jallau- 
dot iMemorinl Parish Huilding" will 
be about *;iO,C()U, and the building 
itself, in its jKJsition and purpose, 
will form a con^(ii<MHHis monument 
to him wh(»se life was devoted t(j the 
silcuit p(H>ples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
